"The growth of the country is de- 


pendent upon increased railroad fa- 
cilities," he said. 
"The government 


must aid in securing the funds nec- 
essary for expansion." 


Ho declared that the government 


has limited aud restricted the serv- 
ice and incomes of the 
railroads 


without taking any steps 
to 
help 


them meet the increased expenses. 


Counsel Thorn referred to the re- 


cent freight embargoes Imposed by 
the railroads and the present short- 
age of freight cars to prove that the 
railroad facilities of tho country are 
far from adequate to care for the 
needs of the people. Ha declared the 
"cost of living is daily advancing 
owing to a shortage of supply which 
might be remedied by securing access 
to new areas of 
production,''

come into contact with the govern- 
ment OB their way to become citi- 
zens of tbe 
United States. 
What 


kind of people are these? What kind 
o£ citizens will they make? 
Good 


stock most of them, good raw ma- 
terial, but 
there is room for im- 


provement in education and enlight- 
enment. 
It is just a year since the 


biggest movement in our history for 
educating and 
enlightening 
these 


\vould-be Americans 
took its first 


cautious steps. It has grown into a 
big thing, nation-wide, of a size and 
promise commensurate with its im- 
portance. 
This is a good time to 


stand back and consider that move- 
ment and what it means. There is 
no picture richer in the little warm 
intimate details of human hopes and 
struggles and ambitions. 


When some foreign-born resident 


of the United 
States is sufficiently 


stirred 
by the 
opportunities and 


privileges of democracy, sufficiently 
touched perhaps by the first feelings 
of a new patriotism to declare his 
intention of becoming an American 
scitizen, his new country ought to en- 
courage him by assuring him that 
he is welcome, that the government 
is ready to co-operate. This obliga- 
tion on the part of the government 
has always existed, ' ut it is only in 
the last year that it is being dis- 
charged. Today when such an alien 
goes through the form of declaring 
his intention, he gets an Impressive 
and official letter from the bureau 
of naturalization, addressed to him 
by name. The letter tells him that 
tbe government Is especially inter- 
ested in his welfare, and It wants to 
show him how he can become the 
best kind of a citizen, how he can 
get a better position and earn more 
money. That alien has been caught 
up In the new machinery for wel- 
coming and improving the would-be 
citizen. 


This 
machinery 
consists of ex- 


tensive co-operation between the bu- 
reau of naturalization and the pub- 


ly tone, the personal note so 
by the man's own came at the head, 
che assurance that hi= new coutirj 
welcomes him and 
Is i) terestei m 


him and ready «o help him, 
happiness and a fresh fatriotism in 
thousands of tbe recipients. 
That 


m itself is no small thing to accom- 
plish, but u is only the beginning. 


You have only to read a few of the 


answers that pour in to the com- 
missioner 
of naturalisation to see 


how those letters are leceived. The 
mam object of the hater is to tell 
the recipient to go to school, that 
he may become t. better man and a 
better citizen, and moat of his ans- 
wers show that the echool training 
is highly necessary. 
But 
the ad- 


dressee can't wait until he learns to 
write correctly before he answers. 
"Thanking you for your high proba- 
tion, and hoping that 1 may be at le 
to preserve my new country as I 
wish, is one man's rounded conclu- 
sion. 
"You don't realize the uplift- 


ing I feel," says another. 


To another man it came as the 


first kindly attention he knew m 
his new country. 
"Reply to yo'*rs 


valuable," he writes, "I have hoi.or 
to notify and announce you that it 
is first kindly mail and aid 1 ever
